Begin: IDF raid won’t be the last

The IDF pre-emptive strike 
against terrorist bases In South 
Lebanon on Thursday night drew 
disapproval from the U.S. State 
Department and a vow yesterday 
by Lebanon to complain to the UN 
Security Council. But Premier and 
Defence Minister Menahem Begin 
said last night the operation would 
not be the last of its kind. 

Israeli sources sold that at least 
IS Palestinian terrorists had been 
killed In the attack on Jarmak and 
Shalka In South Lebanon, and that 
many more were presumed dead 
under the rubble of the five houses 
which the IDF blew up. 

In Beirut, Palestine Liberation 


Organization sources said that four 
of its people had been killed, and 
that 29 others had been wounded. 

The IDF said there were no 
Israeli casualties in the three- 
pronged operation. 

Begin called the operation 
another step In Israel’s continuing 
pre-emptive battle against the 
terrorists. "This was not the first 
and It will not be the last such ac- 
tion against the terrorist nests in 
South Lebanon." he said. 

According to military sources, 
both Jarmak and Shalka serve as 
major bases of terrorist operations. 
Situated some 11 kilometres north 
of the Israeli border and close to the 
major terrorist stronghold of 
Nabatlya. the two towns served as a 


base for recent Katyusha attacks 
on Galilee. 

Paratroops and a Golanl infantry 
unit marched some six hours to 
their destinations over difficult 
terrain. According to an officer in 
charge of one of the units, surprise 
was total as three separate task 
forces opened simultaneous fire on 
their objectives. But the terrorists 
fought back once they recovered 
from the Initial shock of the attack, 
the officer said. 

Four Jeeps which were dispatch- 
ed from a nearby PLO position with 
reinforcements were blown up with 
anti-tank weapons, and In addition 
to the five houses three fortified

Diplomacy falters as Gulf war rages on 


UNITED NATIONS. — Iranian 
Prime Minister Mohammad All 
Rajal pledged yesterday that Iran 
would “very soon" set conditions 
for freeing the B2 Americana who 
have been held hostage for almost a 
year. 

But he refused to meet U.S. of- 
ficials to discuss the Issue, saying 
the sole purpose of his visit to New 
York was his presentation of Iran's 
case in Its war with Iraq before the 
UN Security Council on Friday 
night. 

Rajai charged in hla speech to the 
Security Council that the U.S. was 
helping Iraq, saying that American 
radar planes In Saudi Arabia were 
spying on Iran and passing the in- 
formation to Baghdad. ' 

At a press conference in New 
York later, Rajal said it would help 
the cause of the hostages if the U.S. 
pulled out the AWACS radar sur- 
veillance aircraft, and If the U.S. 
offered practical evidence that it 
was not protecting Jordan, which 
bad committed “hostile acts 
against us." 

On the 27th day of the war, 
neither side Indicated It was 
preparing to honour a holiday 
ceasefire call by Pak is ta n i Presi- 
dent Zla ol-Haq, chairman of the 


Islamic Conference, who urged 
both sides to stand down during the 
four-day "Feast of the Sacrifice’' 
that began at sunrise today. 

Zla also urged Syrian President 
Hafez Assad and Algerian Presi- 
dent Chadli Benjedld to use their 
.good offices with the Iranian 
regime to accept the ceasefire. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein, 
in a broadcast message on the eve 
of the feast, paid tribute to his 
military forces saying, “I beseech 
Allah to give us together the power 
in. this. struggle tc win the. final vic- 
tory against those Persian racist 
usurpers who have distorted 
Islam." 

Teheran Radio also cast the con- 
flict In religions terms, referring to 
the Iraqis as socialist “infidels.” 

Battle reports from both sides in- 
dicated savage if small-ac&le 
fighting yesterday. 

Teheran Radio said "hand-to- 
hand fighting Is continuing" In 
Khorramahahr'a -business quarter 
and Its residential areas are under 
heavy rocket' and shell fire. 

"In Abadan, Iraqi forces outside 
the city are shelling the residential 
areas.” Teheran said. “Iranian ar- 
tillery is pounding the Ba'athist 
positions." 


Far to the north, Teheran said, 
"heavy fighting is now going on," in 
the mountainous area of GDan, 40 
km. inside Iran northwest of the 
Iraqi capital. Baghdad. 

The Iraqi news agency reported 
In a late-night dispatch that Iranian 
artillery shelled and sank a 
Panamanian- flag merchant ship at 
about 07.40 GMT. one of the es- 
timated 60 vessels caught inside the 
Shatt al-Arab waterway since the 
hostilities erupted. 

Without giving details, the agen- 
. cy also .said Iranian planes- again, 
struck villages In the border region 
east of the northern Iraqi city of 
Kirkuk. 

This area, heavily populated by 
Kurds, has been targeted almost 
dally during bombings over the 
past week. Iran accuses Iraq of In- 
spiring Its Kurds to spread In- 
surrection among Kurds on the Ira- 
' nian side of the frontier. 

The Iranian government 
meanwhile agreed to a visit to 
Teheran by the secretary-general 
of the Islamic Conference, Habib 
ChatU, who has been trying to make 
peace between the two warring 
Moslem countries. Chatti will 
arrive today, the Foreign Ministry 
said in Teheran. (Reuter, AF.UPI) 


Cabinet won’t raise food prices today 

Hurvitz wants 
budget cut if 

subsidies stay

The prices of several basic 
foodstuffs and public transport 
will not rise this morning if the 
money to pay for higher sub- 
sidies can be found by cutting 
other government budgets. 

Construction Minister David 
Levy has demanded that the rise In 
prices be delayed, and Finance 
Minister Ylgael Hurvitz has agreed 
to a postponement, but only If the 
difference between the real price of 
basic foods and the price paid by 
the consumer Is made up by cutting 
other items on the budget. 

The cabinet was scheduled to 
debate higher prices for bread, 
margarine, oil and public transport 
this morning. 

Instead, it will hold a general 
debate on Hurvitz's economic 
policies — which Levy believes are 
not doing enough to cut Inflation 
which is now running at an annual 
rate of 132 per cent. 

Hurvitz and Levy are to meet 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin before this morning's 
meeting to iron out the agreement 


they had reached in a one-and-a- 
half-hour meeting on Friday. 

Levy’s demands to delay price 
rises came after the Central 
Bureau of Statistics had announced 
that private consumption had 
dropped by 8 per cent in the first 
half of this year, and that the real 
value of salaried workers' wages 
had dropped by 9 per cent in the 
same period. 

The construction minister wants 
the government to keep basic con- 
sumer prices relatively low and 
collect the revenue it needs to cover 
larger subsidies from Industry and 
export enterprises which enjoy 
billions of shekels worth of cheap 
loans and tax discounts. 

In his meeting with Levy on Fri- 
day. Hurvitz agreed to increase 
subsidies but refused to Increase 
the state budget of IS90.lb. — which 
he believes Is too large in any case. 

If the compromise between the 
two ministers Is ‘authorised by the 
cabinet, several items in the 
ISM. lb. budget will probably be 
amended again before it la tabled In 
the Knesset tomorrow.

Hurvitz warns Rafi may quit Likud

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvitz threatened to run 
with his Rafi list on a separate 
ticket in the coming elections if the 
Likud does not unite Into a 
homogeneous political body. 

Hurvitz made his threat on Fri- 
day as Construction Minister David 
Levy tried to mobilize the Herut 
Party behind Ms demand for a 
reassessment of Hurvitz's 
economic policies. 

The Herut secretariat adopted a 
resolution on Friday calling on the 
government to consider the needs 
of the weaker segments of the pop- 
ulation in cutting government ex- 
penditure.., . 

Levy’ 8 campaign against Hurvitz 
has angered Rafi leaders who fear 
that they will not be allocated 
enough "safe" seats in the Likud 
list of candidates for the national 
elections next November. Hurvitz 
said on Friday that If the Gahal 
agreement of 1965, which predates 
the Eikud and according to Rafi 
gives too many seats to Herut and 
the Liberals, is extended, Rafi will 
run on a separate list. 

There have been persistent 
reports in political circles of renew- 
ed attempts by Hurvitz to draft 
Moshe Dayan to an independent 
Rafi list which would Include many 
of the participants in the periodical 
gatherings of the Hamah political 


forum. Dayan la due to address 
Bamah again next week, and the 
group Is regarded as a potential 
political springboard for him. 

The Rafi faction In the Hlstadrut 
has already spilt from the Likud 
and received official sanction to run 
as an Independent list In the next 
Hlstadrut elections. 

Rafi decided to secede because It 
believes that the Herut-led Likud is 
undermining Hurvitz's economic 
policies, Rafi Secretary Yitzhak 
Slooky said. “There Is little 
difference between Herut and the 
print-more -money stance of a 
(Hlstadrut Secretary General 
Yeroham) Meshel or a Ran Cohen 
(Sheti)." 

.. Deputy prime minister and 
former finance minister Slmha 
Ehrlich of the Liberal Party also 
recommended unification of the 
Likud. Speaking In a radio inter- 
view yesterday, Ehrlich also called 
for raising the minimum number of 
votes needed to get seats In the 
Knesset. "In the Ninth Knesset, 
we've gotten up to 19 or 20 different 
factions — which is absurd. There 
should be two major parties, the 
Likud and the Labour Alignment, 
plus as many other parties as can 
get, say, a minimum of three per 
cent of the vote. One of the big 
blocs, the Likud or the Labour 
Alignment, should be able to set up 
a government without needing 
another party." 


Syria warns Jordan, Iraq and U.S. 


DAMASCUS. — Syria’s atate- 
cpn trolled press yesterday warned 
Jordan, Iraq and the U.S. it would 
take action very soon against those 
"plotting against Syria." 

The authoritative Syrian dally 
TiHhrin in an editorial accused "the 
Jordanian and reactionary regimes 
of acting on behalf of the United 
States." The newspaper accused 
the two Arab countries of funding 
and arming the fundamentalist 
Moslem Brotherhood organization 
in Syria. 

The paper warned that "very 
soon, the hands which planned and 


plotted against Syria will be cut off 
from their roots." 

The Moslem Brotherhood, an out- 
lawed fanatical group, has been 
blamed for scores of bomb ex- 
plosions and assassinations of 
government officials and Soviet ex- 
perts over the past two years. The 
gang, made up of Sunni Moslem in' 
teilectuals, opposes President 
, Hafez Assad's regime, because he, 
and his top government aides, come 
from the minority Alawlte Moslem 
sect and have pro- Communist in- 
clinations. (AP. UFI) 


Mediterranean marine treaty drafted 


ATHENS (Reuter). — Mediterra- 
nean countries. Including Israel, 
Libya and Algeria, agreed to create 
series of areas where fish 
breeding grounds and tourist spots 
would be protected. 

Delegates from 12 nations con- 
cluded a five-day conference by 
agreeing on the first text of a new 
Mediterranean treaty. But tbey 
decided there should be one more 
meeting of experts before it was 
signed. 

"This agreement... goes beyond 
our most optimistic expectations," 
Manos Yeroulanos of Greece, 
chairman of the meeting, told a 
news' conference. "We hadn't 
thought they (the participants) 
would move so fair so fast." 


Aldo Manos of Italy said the 
network of marine areas would 
protect the breeding grounds of 
commercially exploitable fish. It 
would^ also protect tourist areas 
such as beaches, especially around 
sites of historical, archeological or 
aesthetic interest. 

The UN Environment 
Programme (UNEP) which spon- 
sored the conference said the 
Mediterranean has .about 16 well 
organized marine parks, reserves 
and other protected areas, and that 
eventually there will be over 200. 

The other nations represented at 
the meeting were Tunisia, Turkey, 
Cyprus, Greece, Yugoslavia, 
Malta, Italy, Monaco and France.

Rise in British anti-Semitism 


Apparently ' encouraged by the 
bombing of a synagogue In Paris. 
anti-Semites have Increased their 
activity in Britain. Their campaign 
h*** reached such a pitch that the 
Director of Public Prosecutions is 
looking Into it. 

In Paris, neo-Nazi leader Marc 
Fredriksen was sentenced on Fri- 
day to six months imprisonment 
and a 12 months suspended 
sentence on charges of incitement 
to racial’ hatred, spreading Nazi 
propaganda, and justifying Nazi 
war crimes. Fredriksen, wounded 
last week by young Jewish 
militants, was not In court as the 
sentence was read out. 

Sources In the British 
prosecutor’s Office -said a recent 
flood of violently anti-Semitic 
literature in London and other 
cities has prompted the director to 
consider prosecution lor Incitement 


to racial hatred, despite the dif- 
ficulties in identifying those respon- 
sible. 

Leaflets being distributed by 
’ hand and sent unsolicited by mall 
entitled Jew bomb themselves 
charge that Jews are behind such 
acts as the Paris synagogue bom- 
bing two weeks agio. 

. "It is an old trick of the Jews to 
blow up their own synagogues, 
machine-gun their school buildings, 
and desecrate their own cemeteries 
by daubing them with swastikas, 
and then to phone the authorities, 
and, in the name of a right-wing 
group, claim responsibility. This 
then gives those authorities (usual- 
ly Jcw-controlled), the excuse to 
round tip all- known anti- 
communists, confiscating the 
means by wh!i*h they expose that 
Communism is Jewish,” the leaflet 
says. - 


Other leaflets accuse Jews of 
seeking world domination and 
blame them for international 
troubles. The leaflets say Jews 
caused the Russian revolution and 
World War EC. 

Jews dominate Britain and con- 
trol the British Broadcasting Corp., 
leading British newspapers, and 
the Irish Republican Army, accor- 
ding to the leaflets. 

The Prosecutor's Office said the 
leaflets appear to come from the 
same source, although they are 
signed by names of different 
organizations. Addresses of the 
organizations are not given. 

Many of the leaflets are printed 
by an organization calling Itself the 
Arnold Leese Information Service. 
Loose founded the Imperial Fascist 
League in 2929. Others come from 
the British Resistance Movement,

Writer on Nazis dies 


NEW YORK ( JTA1. — Funeral ser- 
vices will be held here today for 
Ladlslas Far ago, the writer who 
claimed in 1972 that Martin Bor- 
mann. the high- ranking Nazi of- 
ficial, was living in Argentina. 
Farago died last Wednesday at the 
age of 74 after a brief illness. 


A Hungarian- born former jour- 
nalist, Farago was the author of 
more than a dozen books on world 
affairs. But he became world- 
famous through his contention that 
Bormann, who was Hitler's deputy, 
was alive In Argentina and did not 
die. as assumed, at the end of the 
war In 1945. 


But in 1973, West German of- 
ficials announced that a skeleton 
uncovered during construction 
work in West Berlin was all that 
remained of Bormann. Farago, 
however, stuck to his contention 
and in 1974 expanded it in a book 
called Aftermath.

The unpublished report, prepared 
by committee aides, was complied 
after meeting with unnamed 
leaders of the Israeli governing 
coAlition, the Labour Party opposi- 
tion and “representatives of vir- 
tually every sector of Israeli 
society." 

The staff study says : "The people 
of Israel are troubled by inflation, 
the failure of Camp David to 
achieve true normalization of 
relations with Egypt, and most of 
ail with their perception of a drift 
away from America's long- 
standing commitment to the 
strength and security of Israel." 

Among the chief complaints 
against U.S. policy makers, accor- 
ding to the study: 
a Leaving Israel out of U.S. 
military and strategic planning for 
the Middle East. “Had U.S. 
military sources sought to use in 


-anv way Ua* expertise of Israel In 
'"Tls' Ill-fated April ( hostage l rescue 
attempt, the result could well have 
been different." 

• The U.S. refusal to let Israel co- 
produce military equipment and to 
sell such equipment containing 
American parts or technology to 
third countries. 

• The growing debt burden of 
-Israel to the U.S. The staff report 

says that the annual Interest paid 
by Israel for past loans just about 
equals the 8785 million in economic 
aid to Israel by the U.S. 

The underlying theme of the staff 
report on the Israeli mood is that 
there Is a widespread scepticism 
about the American will and 
strategy in the Middle East, and 
there is also growing suspicion that 
the U.S. government will “hold 
Israel’s economic and military 
strength hostage to future political 
and territorial compromises." 

The report proposes, among 
other things, that Israel become an 
active participant in the growing 
U.S. economic assistance 
programme to Egypt, especially In 
the fields of agriculture and energy 
where the Israelis have developed a 
great expertise.

Sadat in Sinai for Id el-Adha

CAIRO (UPI). — Beduln on camels 
greeted President Anwar Sadat 
with cheers yesterday afternoon 
when he arrived In the Sinai desert 
to perform the prayers of the 
grandest feast in the Moslem calen- 
dar on a spot hallowed by Jews, 
Christians and Moslems. 

Sadat and other government 
leaders will kneel down In prayers 
at dawn today to celebrate Id el- 
Adha, the Feast of Sacrifice, which 
commemorates Abraham's 
readiness to sacrifice his son at 
God's behest. 

Sadat flew to a small airport built 
by the Israelis near the Santa St. 
Katarina Monastery, and was given 
a tumultuous reception by the Be- 
duin. 

Beduin waved Egyptian flags and 
Sadat's pictures, and slaughtered 
sheep to greet the Egyptian leader. 


Others’ mounted camels which 
danced to the tune of pipe and 
drum. 

In Israel and the administered 
territories Moslems and Druse to- 
day will celebrate the festival with 
traditional ceremonies in 
cemeteries, mosques, shrines and 
processions. Schools in Arab 
' villages will be closed. 

The Education Ministry on Fri- 
day extended the four-day vacation, 
of Druse pupils until November 9, 
responding to a request from 
parents to let them help with the 
olive harvest. 

The absence of thousands of Arab 
workers from the administered 
territories during the Id- al-Adha 
holiday will be felt within the 
“green line" particularly In the 
building trades, industry and 
municipal services.

Danoch.

proving irregular contributions to 
the yeshlva of which he is also. In- 
directly, a spokesman. 

Preliminary Investigation haa 
also allegedly revealed that a 
number of students listed as atten- 
ding the institution do not in fact do 
so, police said. 

In addition, the police represen- 
tative claimed that a synagogue, 
Ohel Rahel, which is part of the 
Emet veshalom yeshiva, has been 
receiving funds for repairs from the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs and 
from the Jerusalem Religious 
Council.

It is 
suspected that these forms were in- 
tended for presentation with future 
requests for financial help. 

The policeman told the court that 


the rabbi's alleged offences oc- 
curred during the past three years. 

He also said that there is no con- 
nection between the charges levell- 
ed against Rabbi Shaul and 
between the police investigation 
into the conduct of Minister of 
Religious Affairs Aharon 
Abuhatzeira. 

In another investigation, Rabbi 
Avraham Mugrabi, of Jerusalem, 
was released on IS25.000 bail by the 
Tei Aviv Magistrates Court on 
Thursday. He is suspected of 
receiving large sums from the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs for a 
non-existent koUel. (A kollel is an 
Institution that extends aid to 
married yeshiva students). 

The police had told the court that 
he had received the money for a fic- 
titious “Abuhatzelra kollel. " 

Magistrate Natan Aralt forbade 
Rabbi Mugrabi from leaving the 
country. 


Rami Arusi was arrested on 
suspicion of being an accessory, but 
agreed to serve aa state's witness. 

1 The courtroom was under heavy 
police guard. Those seeking entry 
were carefully screened by police, 
Including the family of the accused. 

In requesting the continued 


detention of the accused, assistant 
district attorney Amnon Ruda said 
the murder was the outcome of the 
murder of a Brinks guard 10 years 
ago in the course of a robbery, far 
which Orion was sent to prison. 

After Orion was released from 
prison, he and Cohen extorted 
money from the alleged leaders of 
the Kerem gang, Tuviya Oahri and 
R&hamlm Aharoni. The extortion is 
believed to be connected to the role 
attributed by police to Oahri and 
Aharoni in the Brinks robbery. 

Ruda claimed that when Orion 
and Cohen raised their demands to 
$300,000. the gang members decid- 
ed to kill them. 

The murder was carefully plann- 
ed over several months, Ruda said, 
citing the difficulty of obtaining an 
Uzi submachinegun with a silencer, 
which was the murder weapon, and 
renting an apartment to serve as a 
hideaway after the event. Each 
suspect allegedly had an assigned 
role in the murder operation, either 
beforehand or afterwards In dispos- 
ing of the bodies. 

The judge said that If there Is 
prlma facie evidence against the 
accused, he is not permitted to 
release them on bail.

drop In private consumption and In 
the real value of wages proves that 
the public is spending less, and that 
the main cause of inflationary 
pressures la- government expen- 
diture. These findings also con-' 
tradlct Hurvitz's many statements 
that the public has too much money 
to spend. 

In their meeting on Friday, Levy 
said that large parts of the popula- 
tion cannot afford to bear the brunt 
of constantly rising prices. He call- 
ed for a reevaluation of the policy 
of making the public pay as much 
as possible of the real prices of 
basic foods. 

Sources In Jerusalem said yester- 
day that Hurvltz and Levy are try- 
ing to avoid an open confrontation 
because of next November's elec- 
tions. 

The Treasury sources who con- 
firmed that government spending is 
the main source of Inflation, sup- 
ported Hurvltz contention that the 
money to pay for Increased sub- 
sidies — and thus more stable 
prices — must come from other 
government budgets to stop Infla- 
tion climbing even higher in the 


next few months. 

The drop in private consumption 
— 8 per cent in the first half of t his 
year — was especially felt in spen- 
ding on food, according to the Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics. Sales of 
fruit and vegetables dropped by 12 
per cent; milk products by 13 per 
cent; fish by 19 per cent; and soft 
drinks and alcoholic beverages by 
20 per cent. Sales of consumer 
durables dropped by 29 per cent — 
with cars leading the list with a 60 
per cent drop in sales, and clothing 
and footwear with 25 per cent less. 

Salaries also dropped in the same 
period. Especially hard hit were 
salaried workers In public services 
whose wages dropped by IS per cent 
in real value In the first half of the 
year. Workers In Industry brought 
home 8 per cent less, while persons 
employed by financial 
organizations and private services 
lost 3 to 6 per cent of the real value 
of their pay slip. 

In June, the average wage, in- 
cluding the salaries of persons from 
the administered territories, was 
152.500 gross — a drop of 10 per cent " 
In real value compared to June 
1979. 


The board, which last week heard 
the appeals.

"Should they come away 
empty-handed, they will have lost a 
lot of the credibility they have ac- 
quired over the past few months," 
said one observer. 

Kawasme and Milbem are 
currently in custody at the 
passenger terminal at the Allenby 
Bridge. They were due to be 
transferred to an Israeli prison on 
Friday, but the military govern- 
ment eventually decided against 
the move.

RAID WONT BE THE LAST 


Christian militias’ clash leaves 6 dead 


BEIRUT f AP). — Clashes between 
the two main Christian militias In 
the eastern Lebanese city of Zahle 
has left six dead and four Injured, a 
Lebanese Independent dally, An- 
Nahar, reported yesterday. 

The Incident was the first major 
outbreak of hostilities reported 
between the groups since July 7, 
when the mala Christian faction, 
the Phalange, under Sechlr 
Gemayel, launched a massive at- 
tack on the Tigers militias beaded 
by former Lebanese President 
Camille Chamoun. 

Zahle, in the fertile Bekaa valley, 
la a Phalange stronghold. Although 
relations between the two factions 
have been restored, the Phalange 


continue to assert their status as 
the mate Christian force in East 
Beirut. 

Friday's Incident followed the 
arrest by members of the Phalange 
militia of a Tigers militiaman. 

Lebanese security forces and 
Syrian troops entered Zahle to 
restore calm. An-Nahar sold.

Indian tourists detained at El Arish border

Fifty -two Indian nationals, who 
waited more than two weeks for the 
Israeli embassy In Cairo to Issue 
them with visas, were detained for 
several hours more on Thursday at 
the El Arish border while the 
interior Ministry verified the pur- 
pose of their visit. 


The tourists are part of a larger 
group which arrived in Israel a 
month ago to study local irrigation 
systems and promote business 
between the two countries. 


A spokesman for the Interior 


Ministry said he ordered the check 
after being informed that some of 
the group had disappeared from 
their Tel Aviv hotel. The Diplomat. 
He said that the ministry is current- 
ly being very cautious about 
nationals from India, the 
Philippines, and Turkey because 
many of those seeking visas were 
not legitimate tourists but un- 
employed workers in search of 
jobs. 

The spokesman said that when 
both the hotel management and 
YIP Travel, which la handling 
arrangements for the group, 
assured him that the Indians were 
In the country for legitimate 


reasons and paying their bills 
promptly, he permitted them to 
cross the border. He also said that 
the additional 90 members of the 
group currently awaiting visas In 
Cairo will also be permitted to 
enter. 

Tejinder Kumar, a businessman 
from New Delhi who has been 
waiting In Tel Aviv for the rest of 
the group, said that only when the 
entire group is In Israel, will they 
begin their three to four week tour 
of the country. He added that all of 
those who arrived when he did, had 
spent the past 28 days in the hotel, 
roaming around Tel Aviv, and do- 
ing business if possible.

positions were also destroyed, It 
was reported. 

The targets attacked were 
situated some 1.5 km. apart, and all 
the fighting took place on the out- 
skirts of the towns, reducing the 
possibility of civilian casualties. 

After the attack, which according 
to reports from Lebanon lasted 
some 80 minutes, the Israeli forces 
were helicoptered back to Galilee. 
Chief-of- Staff Rafael Eitan was on 
hand to debrief the officers. 

Border settlements have been in 
a state of alert since the raid, In the 
event of possible terrorist reprisals. 
Schools were open as usual on Fri- 
day, although children were not 
allowed to play outside. 

Other reports from Lebanon said 
Israeli gunshlps were active as well 
on Thursday night. There was no 
comment on this from the army 
spokesman. 

The last raid launched Into 
Lebanon was exactly two months 
ago. when some 33 terrorists were 
killed in sumultaneous attacks on 10 
objectives. Military sources have 
explained Israel's policy as design- 
ed to put the terrorists on the defen- 
sive, even deep Inside Lebanese 
territory. 

The Intention is to force the 
terrorists to Invest personnel and 
material In defence, thus reducing 
their offensive capability. These 
sources claim that the policy has 
shown signs of success. The PLO 
haa halted all movements at night, 
due to the Israeli operations, and 
has been forced to periodically 


move training facilities and camps 
so as to avoid Israeli detection and 
possible punitive action. 

The terrorist forces at Jarmak In- 
cluded a large contingent of the 
Iraqi-supported Arab Liberation 
Front, the organization responsible 
for last year's attack on Kibbutz 
Misgav Am. 

In Washington. State Department 
spokesman John Trattner said on 
Friday: "As you know we have 
deplored the continuation of 
violence in Lebanon and stated our 
opposition several times to the 
■ strategy of pre-emptive strikes. 
That opposition continues and Is 
clear."

Sallad al-Bahisi was given a light 
sentence because her role in. the 
planned attack was described as 
more peripheral.

Haifa stevedores

TA WEEKLY STOCK MARKET REVIEW 

Boom in Tel Aviv shares 
despite news of high index

TEL AVIV. — Attempts at profit- 
taking in the share market' last 
week failed to dampen investor 
enthusiasm as prices continued to 
advance. By the end of the week the 
general share index once again 
registered an all-time high, with the 
week-to-week gain on the order of 
3.2 per cent. 

Specialized financial institutions 
led all sectors with a gain of nearly 9 
per cent. Real estate and land- 
development issues came through 
with an advance of 6.7 per cent, 
while mortgage banks and invest- 
ment companies were ahead by 4 or 
more per cent. 

Investors were quick to react to 
the higher-than-expected cost-of- 
living index figure for September. 
The 7.3 per cent rise was enough to 
send Investors scurrying, and 
prices rose by some 2 per cent. The 
Index has risen since the beginning 
of the calendar year by si per cent. 

The shekel meanwhile was 
devalued by approximately 1 per 
cent. The devaluation of the shekel 
is lagging some 14 per cent behind 
the rate of inflation. Because the 
general share index has shown a 
real gain of 35 per cent since the 
beginning of the year, investors 
with foreign currencies can point to 
Inordinately high returns even when 
expressed In such currency. 

In last week's dei-elopments, 
Elbit 0.5 shares were ahead by 28 
per cent. Since, the. beginning of ' 
month these shares have risen by 89 
per cent. 

H.L.B. Real Estate shares were

Infl banking group 
excludes Bank Leumi 

NEW YORK ( JTA). — The Inter- 
national Monetary Conference, a 
federation of some of the world's 
most important banks, has refused 
membership to Bank Leumi. which 
stands 90th In international bank- 
ing. but extended an Invitation to a 
Saudi Arabian bank, considerably 
smaller, which refused it. 

This was revealed in the latest 
issue of Boycott Report, published 
by the American Jewish Congress. 

The hoard agreed- that Bank 
Leumi had the qualifications, but 
rejected the application in fear that 
admissloa of an Israeli bank would 
make it impossible for Arab banks 
to join, none ’of which Is a member 
now. 


Israeli criticizes 
UNESCO resolution 

BELGRADE (Reuter). — Israel's 
delegate to the UN Educational. 
Scientific and Culture Organization 
i UNESCO) yesterday criticized the 
Arab-sponsored resolution ac- 
cusing Israel of arbitrarily closing 
schools and cultural institutions in 
the West Bank. 

Yael Vered said the resolution, 
which passed 89 votes to 18 with 10 
abstentions and 32 delegations ab- 
sent, was based on false informa- 
tion and misleading assumptions. 

A negligible number of schools 
had been temporarily closed for 
short periods because they had 
been used for political incitement, i 
demonstrations and violence, she 
said. 

The delegate also rejected the 
charge that Israel was 
systematically applying a policy of 
cultural assimilation In the ad- 
ministered territories. 


WALL STREET WEEK 

Shift from 
bonds 
to stocks 

NEW YORK (AF). — One of the 
main driving forces behind the rise 
of stock prices this year, most 
analysts agree, has been a shift of 
institutional funds from bonds to 
stocks. 

Now some statistical evidence Is 
in to support that theory, in the 
form of Merrill Lynch, Pierce. 
Fenner and Smith's latest quarter- 
ly survey of about 100 investing in- 
stitutions. As of mid-June, the 
respondents had 45.1 per cent of 
their assets in stocks and 40.8 per 
cent in bonds. 

By September 15, the date of the 
most recent survey, stocks were up 
to 51.7 per cent and bonds were 
down to 36.4 per cent. 

Keeping tabs on what the in- 
stitutions ore doing is much more 
than just an academic exercise. 
Most of the money that bank trust 
.departments, mutual funds, in- 
surance companies and other finan- 
cial intermediaries manage 
belongs to Individuals who are 
pension-plan members, fund share- 
holders, or policy-holders In mutual 
insurance companies. 

The behaviour of the big funds is 
also important Information for In- 
dividuals who Invest in the stock 
market. In a Jungle, after all, it 
pays for the small animals to know 
what the elephants are up to. 

In the view of many analysts, the 
biggest reason for the institutions' 
Increasing emphasis on stocks is 
the drastic damage inflation has 
done to the bond market. Because 
inflation eats away at the purchas- 
ing power of money committed to 
fixed-price investments, bonds are 
no longer seen as the safe, conser- 
vative investment they used to he. 

In the past week, the widely 
recognized Dow Jones industrial 
average of 30 blue chips posted a 
5.38 gain to 596.06. The New York 
Stock Exchange composite index, 
up 9. 10 at 357.65, hit record highs at 
mid-week. Big board volume 
averaged 47.56 million shares a 
day. against 47.01 million the 
previous week.

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Swiss drive for 
Israeli soldiers 
draws criticism 

GENEVA (JTA). — A campaign 
sponsored by a Swiss military 
publication to raise 7.5 million 
Swiss francs (over IS27m.) for a 
soldiers' home in Israel has arous- 
ed widespread controversy here 
amid claims that the campaign 
violates Swiss neutrality. 

The campaign was launched In 
the Schweitzer Soldat, a private 
publication subsidized by the Swiss 
Ministry of Defence. It la sponsored 
by a group of officers lea by Martin 
Raeber, a right-wing politician who 
is also an officer In the Swiss army 
reserves. The campaign is also sup- 
ported by prominent Jews In 
Zurich. 

The left-wing Zurich weekly Die 
Weltwoche has accused Raeber of 
serving Israeli Interests because 
his public relations firm handles 
the accounts of El A1 and other 
Israeli firms. This accusation was 
hotly denied by Miriam Shomrat, 
charge d'offalrs at the Israel em- 
bassy In Bern. 

The Geneva La Suisse said the of- 
ficers organizing the campaign are 
anti-Arab and disregard the 
damage they cause vo Swiss 
neutrality and the safety of Its oil 
supplies. 


Hadassah defends 
genetic experiment 

The Hadassah Medical Organiza- 
tion explained the procedure follow- 
ed in its treatment of a patient by 
experimental genetic engineering 
in a statement issued last Thurs-* 
day. This occurred as the Health 
Ministry announced new 
regulations governing such cases. ' 

Prof. Kalman Mann, Hadassah 
director-general, stressed that the 
organization's 1 ‘He Is 1 n ki Com- 
mittee" had thoroughly in- 
vestigated the ease before ap- 
proving treatment Involving an ex- 
periment with genetic engineering, 
and that the patient had given her 
Informed consent. This was in ac- 
cordance with regulations in force 
at the time. 

The “Helsinki Committee” acted 
in accordance with an international 
code drawn up In Finland in 1964. 

Mann added that the committee's 
main considerations were that the 
patient’s disease is ‘incurable and 
fatal/ and that no harm, but 
possibly some benefit, was ex- 
pected to result. 

The patient's condition has 
remained the same, and several 
months must pass before final 
results of tbe experiment are ob- 
tained. 


Nazarenes alarmed 
by rising crime 

NAZARETH. — The head of the 
local committee for prevention of 
crime asked the Nazareth police on 
Friday to increase their crime- 
fighting force, following a wave of 
violence and burglaries that has 
swept the town in the past few 
weeks. 

He also asked the municipality to 
cooperate with the committee in 
fighting truancy in schools by open- 
ing youth clubs and sport facilities.

Fraser claims victory 
in Australian elections 


SYDNEY (UPI). — Australian 
Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser 
claimed a narrow victory yester- 
day for his Liberal-Country Party 
coalition in national elections 
against a strong Labour Party 
challenge. 

Fraser admitted that unpopular 
decisions made by his government 
accounted for the drastic cut In his 
unprecedented 48-seat majority 
won in 1975. 

With nearly 60 per cent of the 
votes counted, official results show- 
ed Fraser's coalition ahead with 66 
seats to the Labour Party's 50. 

Nine seats were still In doubt In 
the 125-seat House of Represen- 
tatives but Fraser was apparently 
guaranteed a wafer-thin majority. 


Labour leader Bill Hayden, a 47- 
year-old former policeman, had not 
conceded defeat. 

Polls had indicated that the 
Labour Party, which has ruled for 
only three years in two spells since 
1950, was likely to achieve an elec- 
toral upset in yesterday's balloting. 

Hayden, the son of an Irish- 
American seaman, campaigned on 
a platform of tax: cuts, stabilized 
gasoline prices, cheaper medical 
care and increased government 
spending to reduce unemployment 
currently at 6 per cent. 

Fraser, 50, based his strategy on 
the 10 per cent maximum inflation 
rate and positive trade balance at- 
tained since the coalition took of- 
fice. 


New Italian gov’t sworn in 


ROME (UPI). — Prime Minister- 
designate Araaldo Forlanl, a Chris- 
tian Democrat, ended Italy's three- 
week political crisis yesterday by 
announcing a new 27-man, four- 
party coalition government that 
once again leaves the Communists 
out. 

The new cabinet was sworn in at 6 
p.m. local time. It will hold Its first 
meeting tomorrow to appoint un- 
dersecretaries. 

The new government Is Italy's 
40th since the end of World War n. 

On the face of It. the new govern- 
ment looks very much like the out- 
going coalition of Prime Minister 
Francesco Co saiga who resigned on 
September 27 when the chamber of 
deputies rejected his austerity 
economic programme by a one- vote 
majority. 


But Forlani's cabinet appears to 
have a good chance of lasting 
longer than the six months that 
Cossiga’s survived. It controls 
around 360 seats in the 630-member 
Chamber of Deputies. 

The most important new factor Is 
a cooperation accord worked out 
during the crisis by the Socialist 
Party, with the small Social 
Democrat Party. 

Forlani's coalition adds the 
Social Democrats to the outgoing 
three-party coalition of Christian 
Democrats, Socialists and 
Republicans. ■ 

The new coalition Includes 14 
Christian Democrats, six 
Socialists, three Social -Democrats, 
three Republicans and one non- 
party expert, a university 
economist.

Korean university

SEOUL (Reuter). — The govern- 
ment closed Seoul's Korea Univer- 
sity on Friday after scuffles 
between police and 200 students 
calling for the U.S. and Japan to 
stop supporting President Chun 
Doo-Hwan. Forty students were 
detained. 

It was the second university to be 
closed in the last 10 days. The 
authorities closed Hankuk 
Presbyterian Theological College 
in Seoul an October 8 following a 
similar Incident In which eight 
students were arrested. 


No fanfare as shah’s son succeeds him 


CAIRO I API. — Reza Pahlavi will 
succeed his late father as the shah 
of Iran on October 31 and send a 
message from exile to the people of 
his homeland, a spokesman for the 
Pahlavi family announced on Fri- 
day. 

The announcement, which con- 
firmed previous reports, said, “no 
public ceremony and no press con- 
ference will be held." 

The disclosure was contained In a 
statement signed by "the personal 
secretary of H.I.M. (her imperial 
majesty) Farah Pahlavi, 
shahbanou of Iran." 

It was the first contact initiated 
by the Pahlavi family with the 
western news media based In Cairo 
since the former shah, Mohammed 


Reza Fahlavi, arrived here suffer- 
ing from terminal cancer last 
March. 

The Pahlavi family has been liv- 
ing in Kubbeh palace as guests of 
the Egyptian government. 

The family has been coming out 
of seclusion since the former shah 
died last July, but still shuns 
publicity and spends much of Its 
time in the walled. 200-acre palace 
compound on the northeast edge of 
Cairo. 

According to a statement issued 
In Paris last month, Reza sent a 
message to the chief of staff of the 
Iranian army offering “my life's 
blood" in the fight against the Iraqi 
invasion of his homeland, f 

"I am certain that, If my father 


were alive today, In this critical 
moment in our history, be would 
have ordered me to carry out my 
duty as an officer, like any other 
Iranian soldier," Reza said. 

He has undergone training as an 
air force pilot in the U.S. 

Reza. who was attending 
Williams College in Massachusetts 
before his father died, Is now enroll- 
ed as a junior in the American 
University In Cairo, majoring In 
political science and mlnorlng In 
economics, university sources have 
said. 

The statementmade no reference 
to the possibility of Reza forming a 
government in exile, as has been 
reported by some news 
organizations. 


Red light museum reveals UJS. capital’s sex history 


WASHINGTON (UPI). - The 
history of Washington, behind clos- 
ed doors and under the sheets. Is 
displayed In the capital's newest 
museum — a monument to baw- 
diness called the “Red Light 
Museum and Gift Shop." 

Occupying two rooms on the se- 
cond floor over a strip bar just off 
Connecticut Avenue, the museum, 
which opened late this summer, 
houses memorabilia dating back to 
a time when prostitution was legal 
in the nation's capital, and ac- 
tivities such as swearing in the 
street Were not. 


The red-draped rooms feature 
turn-of-the-century erotica in- 
, eluding a Victorlan-era slide show, 
19th century photographs, 
daguerreotypes and lithographs of 
ladies of- the evening, blow-up 
newspaper clippings of 1915 vin- 
tage, copies of old police reports 
and a 1913 map of the District of 
Columbia locating the bordellos — 
a great many of which were near 
the White House and Capitol Hill. 

The museum is owned by Dennis 
Sobin. a sociologist and producer of 
a newsletter for pornographers and 
operators of X-rated movie houses. 


Sobin and others claim the word 
"hooker," meaning prostitute, is 
derived from the camp followers 
who set up shop near the Civil War 
encampment of Gen. .Joseph 
Hooker in downtown Washington. 

The soldiers were camped on 
Pennsylvania Avenue between the 
White House and the Capitol. The 
women were nearby In an area of 
the city that became known as. 
"Hooker's Division” and later "The 
Division". It remained as the 
capital's red light district for near-, 
ly a century until It was levelled in 
post- World War II urban renewal.

WASHINGTON (AP). — Radioac- 
tive debris from a Chinese nuclear 
bomb exploded In the atmosphere 
on Thursday la expected to reach 
the West Coast of the U.S. today, of- 
ficials said. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency said the Invisible radioac- 
tive cloud has been detected at 
altitudes of between 80.000 and 40.- 
000 feet. 

"We don't anticipate any signifi- 
cant health risk from the test," an 
EPA statement said. But the agen- 
cy said slight increases in radioac- 
tivity will be detected at .ground 
level "during the next several 
weeks as portions of the radioactive 
debris drift across the United 
States." 

The Chinese bomb — the first ex- 
ploded since December 14, 1978 — 
was detonated at the Lop Nor 
nuclear test site In northwest 
China. U.S. officials said its force 
was equivalent to between 200,000 
and one million tons of TNT.

FBI break-in sought Fatah members 


WASHINGTON (UPI)- — Federal 
Bureau of Investigations officials 
acted without the Justice 
Department's prior consent In 
ordering a 19T2 Dallas break-in that 
turned up a list of more than SO 
mem bers of the Fatah, a retired 
FBI supervisor said. 

The break-in at the office of the 
Arab Information Centre in Dallas 
was conducted less than 48 hours 
after Fatah's Black September 
group massacred 11 Israeli athletes 
at the Munich Olympics on 
September 5 1972. 

Former FBI supervisor Francis 
O'Neill, Jr. said Acting FBI Direc- 
tor L. Patrick Gray was aware of 
the break-in, and okayed the use of 
other so-called "black bag jobs" 
and electronic surveillance in a 
hunt, tor Fatah members. 

O’Neill testified for the defence at 
the trial of former FBI No. 2 man 


W. Mark Felt and former bureau in- 
telligence chief Edward Miller, 
charged with approving Illegal 
break-ins In 1972 and 1973 in- a hunt 
for fugitive radicals. 

Prosecutors argued that the 
break-ins In the search for 
members of the militant 
Weathermen organization required 
a court warrant — or at least the At- 
torney General's approval in a case 
involving national security. 

But O'Neill’s testimony about the 
Dallas break-in provided evidence 
that on at least once occasion, the 
Justice Department did not 
challenge the FBra authority to 
conduct a break-in without the At- 
torney General's prior approval. 

O'Neill said the FBI was under 
"tremendous pressure" in the days 
following the Olympics massacre to 
ensure there was no similar attack 
In the U.S. 


NEW DELHI (AP). — An Afghan 
army plot to overthrow President 
Babrak KannaTs government was 
halted by Soviet tanks that en- 
circled the main garrison outside 
Kabul last Tuesdhy, a report from ' 
Afghanistan said yesterday. 

Western diplomats in Pakistan 
had earlier reported that Soviet 
t ftwfcw recently blocked the gates of 
the Ful-I-Charki army base 12 
kilometres east of the capital and 
that Russian -Afghan exchanges of 
fire took place. 

Yesterday's report, from a Kabul 
source who In the past has been ac- 
curate, said Pul-i-Gharki army 
units with total manpower of about 
3,600 planned to join about 20,000 
Moslem rebels around Kabul at 
midnight on Tuesday hi an uprising 
to overthrow the Karmal regime 
and install a "national 
government" that Included in- 
surgent participation.

St Helens erupts in 3 powerful blasts 


VANCOUVER, Washington (UPI). 
■— Mount St. Helens ended two 
months of quiet with three major 
eruptions between Thursday and 
Friday night, blasting black ash 
and steam 14 km. into the sky and 
sending a mass of hot ash 8 km. 
down its slopes. 

The third eruption, at 9:14 p.m. 
local time Friday night, sent an ash 
plume at least 13 km. high. The 
previous blasts were 12 km. and 14 
km. high. 

The" National Weather Service 
said the intensity of the last erup- 
tion "suggests that a significant 
amount of ash may be present." 
After the first eruption on Thursday 


night, a light dusting of ash covered 
Portland, Oregon, 80 km. to the 
southwest and other towns in 
southern Washington and northern 
Oregon. Nearer the volcano rocks 
the size of chicken eggs fell from 
the blast. 

The activity — the volcano's sixth 
eruption since May 18 when it woke 
from a 123-year slumber — was 
much smaller than the first blast, 
which left 63 people dead or miss- 
ing, levelled thousands of acres of 
iusb forest and sent a huge ash 
cloud east across , the. Ji-S.. No j 
deaths or injuries' -have been , 
reported from the latest trio of 
blasts.

WASHINGTON. — An eleventh- 
hour debate between President 
Jimmy Carter and his Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan looks 
like a winner -take -all gamble, a 
single rail of the political dice with 
the White House at stake. 

With Reagan's abrupt announce- 
ment on Friday that he is- ready to 
debate the Democratic Incumbent 
one-on-one. such a confrontation 
now la a good bet to be the decisive 
event of the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign.

Details of the televised debate 
one week before the November 4 
election will be televised, are still to. 
be worked out. Representatives of 
both sides will meet at the League's 
headquarters in Washington 
tomorrow for final negotiations. 

Carter, meanwhile, continues to 
show gains in electoral votes and 
Reagan appears to be losing ground 
in Ohio, a key state, according to an 
American Broadcasting Corp. news' 
analysis released on Friday.

Islamic empire was transferred 
from Damascus to Baghdad. His 
successors (the Abbaslds). 
howetrer, quickly abandoned the 
Shlas and adopted a more orthodox 
approach which was better 
tolerated by the Sunni majority In 
thc empire. 

In the ninth century the Persian 
provinces became increasingly 
resentful of rule from Baghdad and 
tried to gain ascendance within the 
Abbasid empire. When they failed, 
they began to break away signalling 
the beginning of the decline of the 
Abbaslds. 

There followed invasions by 
various tribes Including the Turks 
and the Mongols and then both Iran 
and Iraq fell to the Ottomans. 
Dominance then passed to the Euro- 
pean powers. 

But, throughout, the hostility 
between Iraq and Iran baa remain- 
ed and it la now reinforced by Sunni- 
Shla differences with a Sunni Arab 
nationalist regime in power In 
Baghdad and a militant Shla regime 
in Teheran. Moreover, the oil 
wealth of both states and their 
strategic Importance has also made 
them a focus In the struggle 
between the two superpowers. 

While the Shah was ln power and 
was obviously being groomed by the 
West to act as "policeman of the 
Gulf," there was little Iraq could do 


but swallow its pride and develop as 
quickly as possible, turning to the 
USSR for help in this. 

Iran drove the lesson home by arm- 
ing and supplying the Kurdish 
rebels in northern Iraq thereby pin- 
ning down much of Iraq’s army to 
suppress this insurgency in the ear- 
ly 1970s. 

The price for ending support to 
thc Kurds was Iranian control of the 
.Shatt a l- Arab waterway, and this 
was enshrined In the Algiers Agree- 
ment of 1973. The Shah’s forces also 
occupied three Arab Islands ln the 
Gulf ln 1971 and there was little any 
Arab state could do about It except 
protest. 

Now, however, the situation has 
changed, and Iraq can take its 
revenge. And it Is helped In this by 
Iran's seizure of the U.S. diplomats 
as hostages, which has enraged 
Washington. 

Whether or not It proves to be a 
miscalculation, the Iraqi regime of 
Saddam Hussein obviously believed 
that it could now take on Iran ln 
direct confrontation. For since the 
revolution the Iranian army has lost 
mast of its senior officers in purges 
and has been demoralized by hav- 
ing to fight well trained Kurdish 
guerilla forces seeking autonomy 
from Teheran.

hi 1954; still a teenager, Saddam 
joined a secret Ba'ath party cell and 
began his long clandestine career 
Which ln a sense continues to this 
day. Utter secrecy still marks the 
inner workings of the Iraqi state 
and especially of that sole fount of 
power, the Revolutionary Com- 
mand Council over which Saddam 
presides. 

The Iraqi monarchy was swept 
away In 1958, along with the 
musical-chair politics of the ancien 
regime and the British connection. 
But the Ba'ath party did not benefit 
from the revolution. The new leader 
and array strong man, Abdul- Karim 
Kassem, repressed the party as 
enthusiastically as ever the king 
had done. Frightened of falling vic- 
tim to Nasser's rising power, 
Kassem allied himself with the 
communists to keep the pan-Arab 
nationalists down. 

In Arab politics, the Ba’ath 
Socialists and the Communists have 
always been bitter rivals, and Sad- 
dam has never wavered from 
visceral anti -Communism, in spite 
of his arms purchases from Russia 
and his 1972 Treaty of Friendship 
(now more or less dead letter) . 

Under Kassem, Saddam and his 
^a'athist comrades stayed on the 
run. In October 1959, they am- 
bushed Kassem's station wagon in 
Baghdad’s arcaded Rashid street, 
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Saddam Hussein 

he river killing his aide and his driver. The 
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dictator escaped by flinging himself 
on the floor of the car. Most of the 
ambush party were caught, but Sad- 
dam escaped to the Syrian border. 

Word of the arrival of this 
youthful nationalist gunman at the 
frontier post reached Nasser, then 
master of 3yx'a as well as Egypt. A 
car was sent for him, and eventual- 
ly a passage to Cairo, an apartment 
there, and an Egyptian stipend 
were arranged. Saddam Joined the 
community of Arab exiles ln Cairo 
which Nasser used as so many 
shadow cabinets, ready to take over 
In the various countries with which 
he was quarrelling. . 

The Interval in Egypt was of great 
importance to Sad dan. In his middle 
twenties, abroad for the first time, 
living in the greatest Arab city at 
the most thrilling moment of its 
modern history, he Imbibed the 
rhetoric of Nasser's revolution, the 
clarion call which rang from "the 
Atlantic to the Gulf." His diet was 
the somewhat half-baked Egyptian 
magazines which week after week 
in purple, prose sought to provide 
theoretical clothing for Nasser's 
realpolitik. 

Above all It was Nasser's 
methods, his daring handling of the 
powers, which engaged Saddam's 
mind and can be said to have form- 
ed him. Nasser was the first Arab 
leader to conceive of Arab in- 
dependence wholly free from 
Western guiding strings. When to- 
day, thrusting into the Gulf. Sad- 
dam demands that tbe security of 
this great oil bearing region should 
be the sole responsibility of its in- 
habitants’, he Is consciously the heir 
to Nasser's message. 

It was some time before Saddam 
could start putting his programme 
into practice. In Iraq, the Ba'ath 
overthrew and killed Kassem in 
1963. It seized power but lost it a few 
months later and returned to the un- 
derground until 1968, when the party 
hoisted Itself once more into the 
saddle. It has remained there ever 
since. 

Saddam is credited with a 
ruthless restructuring of the party 


in clandestinlty. It was his tool when 
it took over the country. 

Ruthless ness is undoubtedly a 
hallmark of this man who, if he 
never becomes a Nasser, is certain- 
ly a Stalin. When Vice-President of 
Iraq in 1969, he added a law degree 
to his other honours by the simple 
expedient of turning up ln the ex- 
amination hail with a pistol In his 
belt and accompanied by four arm- 
ed bodyguards. The examiners got 
the point. 

From 1968, Saddam was the coun- 
try's true boss, a position he main- 
tained by eliminating one rival after 
another, but last year he emerged 
fully into the limelight when he took 
over as President from Ahmed 
Hass an al-Bakr. He inaugurated the 
event with a purge bloodier and 
more extensive than any in modern 
Arab history. But the really 
gruesome aspect of it was the way It 
was done. He . summoned party 
leaders from all over the country to 
Baghdad to shoot down with their 
own personal weapons his cabinet 
colleagues, and so bear Joint 
responsibility In the act. 

There la an undoubted harshness 
in the Iraqi character which may 
stem from the Mongol Invasions of 
the past. Saddam's muscular style 
Is both typical of, and appreciated 
by, many of his countrymen. It 
must be acknowledged that Iraq 
needs a strong hand to hold it 
together. This state. Invented by the 
British, is ln constant danger of fly- 
ing apart under the centrifugal 
drive of its three constituent com- 
munities: Arab Sunnis, Arab Shlas ' 
and Kurds. 

Meddling with these Ingredients 
from outside Is a recurrent night- 
mare of Iraq's rulers, a nightmare 
which has become reality for Sad- 
dam in the last two years, when 
revolutionary Iran has daily urged 
the Iraqi Shias to rise against the 
"irreligious tyrant" in Baghdad. 
One of his prime war alms has been 
to get the Ayatollah off his back. 

Again in Stalinist fashion, Sad- 
dam is the venerated object of an 
extravagant personality cult, which 
he fosters by encouraging common 
mortals to petition him with their 
problems — and even call him up on 
the telephone. Few dare, but ail like 
to think they can. He is a fond hus- 
band and father, even an indulgent 
one. His 16-year-old son drives a 
Porsche. 

H6 is more like Tito than Stalin Ln 
his dandyism. His wardrobe Is said 
to contain no fewer than 200 expen- 
sive suits, uniforms and tribal 
costumes for every occasion. A re- 
cent visitor noted that the great 
man's every step was dogged by an 
obsequious flunkey carrying a large 
box. Every few minutes, Saddam, 
without turning round, would reach 
for a giant Havana, light up, take a 
few puffs, sub it out, only to reach 
for another. This* summer he 
ordered from a Danish shipyard the 
lastest in luxury yachts in which to 
cruise on the Shatt al-Ar&b, the 
waterway he has spilled so much 
blood to secure. , 

For all his blemishes, Saddam 
has done his state some service in 
overseeing a sensible programme 
of development based on adult 
literacy, great productive invest- 
ment and a conspicuous SLbsence of 
waste. He La trying to achieve the 
Ba'atfy's long-cherished Ideal of a 
"new Arab man" (and woman), the 
equal In technical skills and human 
dignity of any in the world. 

But considerable shadows 
overhang his future. Quite apart 
from the outcome of the Gulf War, 
there are questions whether so 
narrowly based on autocracy — his 
chief associates are his brother-in- 
law. the Defence Minister, and his 
brother, the security chief — can 
cope with the challenges of success, 
never mind of failure. (LOS) 
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1970s. Iraq is also both arming and 
supplying the Arabs ln Iran's 
Khuzestan province, the most 
dramatic manifestation of which 
was the seizure of the Iranian em- 
- bassy In London earlier this year. 

Iron, for Its part, has been inching 
Iraq's Shia majority to overthrow 
Hussein, but' this has really been 
limited to propaganda as its Inter- 
nal problems prevented any more 
active interference Inside Iraq. 

Indeed, ln the event, this simply 
brought Iran more problems since 
Saddam Hussein retaliated by 
deporting some 20,000 Shla across 
tbe border, providing Iran with a 
refugee problem of sizeable propor- 
tions. 

So by taking advantage of Iran's 
present weakness, Iraq is putting 
itself forward as an alternative 
regional leader. And ln this It will 
have the support of the majority of 
the Arab states, albeit with some 
reluctance. 

It may get back the Shatt al-Arab 
and even the Gulf islands. It is ob- 
viously eyeing the oil-rich 
Khuzestan province with interest 
but may not be prepared to risk es- 
calating the conflict to the degree 
which would be necessary to take it. 

Much will ultimately depend on 
the extent to which the Iraqi attacks 
can unify the various elements of 
the Iranian population to face the 
threat from outside.

Gulf war detracts from 
fight against Israelis 


AMMAN (AP). — King Hussein has 
pledged all-out support to Iraq in its 
war with Iran, but public sentiment 
In this desert kingdom where 
Palestinians predominate appears 
Inclined towards a more neutral 
position. 

"What is important Is tbe fight 
against the Israelis," said a 
shopkeeper here. "This business 
with Iraq and Iran can only detract 
from the struggle." 

Similar views were aired in a 
number of man-ln-the-street inter- 
views conducted in Amman and the 
southern port city of Akaba, where 
a sealift to channel food and other 
goods to Baghdad is under way. 

But such opinions are not 
reflected in the state-run media, 
where there is no criticism of the 
king’s decision to offer air bases 
and even troops to the Iraqi war ef- 
fort if necessary. He is the only 
Arab leader ‘ to openly back the 
Iraqis. 

Diplomatic sources said opposi- 
tion to Jordan's Involvement comes 
from two main groups: the relative- 
ly small fundamentalist Moslem 
groups that draw inspiration from 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini's 
Islamic revolution in Iran, and the 
Palestinians. 

The kingdom has more 
.Palestinians than Jordanians, an 
estimated 1.4 million compared to 
800,009 excluding the West Bank. Of 
the Palestinians, more than 876,000 
are refugees or displaced persons 
from areas now administered by 
the Israelis, according to U.S. es- 
timates. 

The problem of conflicting 
nationalisms has been a constant 
source of problems for Jordan, with 
many Palestinians identifying with 
Tasser Arafat's Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization — which has 
adopted a position of strict neutrali- 


ty in the Persian Gulf war. PLO 
leaders have' repeatedly said the 
war takes the limelight off their 
struggle for a homeland and 
weakens two of its major sup- 
porters. 

The Palestinians are a driving 
force in the commercial and in- 
tellectual life of tbe nation of 2.2 
million, while Arabs of Beduin or 
other origin predominate ln the 
government and military. 

Many feel that directing the 
nation's efforts away from the 
Jewish state ln the West towards 
the Iranians in the SSaat will take 
the pressure off the Israelis, 
diplomats say. 

Government officials said the 
Islamic revolution in Iran Is viewed 
by Jordan as a major factor for in- 
stability in the region and an open 
invitation to foreign intervention. 

One official source said Khomeini 
had done nothing for the Arabs and. 
his support for the Palestinian 
cause was little more than a ruse to 
achieve his own ends. Now, the 
source said, Khomeini la threaten- 
ing to export his Islamic revolution 
as well as carry the war to other 
Gulf states. 

Such a move would undercut the 
oil-rich nations, which are Jordan's 
main source of financial aid. Arab 
nations pledged the equivalent of 
31.25b. a year to Jordan, and Iraq 
gives an additional half billion 
dollars annually in budgetary 
assistance. 

Thus, diplomats suggested. 
Hussein's motivation in backing 
Iraq Is rooted in both his belief ln 
Arab nationalism and economic 
necessity. 

The government's position has 
not convinced many Palestinians, 
either, say diplomats, who add that 
many fear that if the war drags on, 
Jordan would be pulled in much 
more deeply. 


U.S. trains 
six weeks 
in Egypt 


CAIRO (Reuter). — The U.S.' deci- 
sion to send 1,400 men for desert 
warfare training In Egypt is part of 
Pentagon preparations to mount a 
rapid deployment force for Middle 
East emergencies. Egyptian 
defence officials said 00 Friday. 

Unlike the last U.S. exercise 
here, few details have been releas- 
ed following Thursday's announce- 
ment by Defence Minister Ahmed 
Badawi that the 1,400 troops and 
support aircraft would arrive here 
on November 13. 

Egyptian defence officials said on 
Friday the Initial training period 
would be six weeks but that this 
could be extended. They also said 
that Cairo West airbase, a desert 
strip 30 kilometres outside the 
capital, would be the Americans' 
headquarters. 

Cairo West was the base for a 
squadron of 12 American Phantom 
fighter-bombers which earlier this 
month concluded three months of 
exercises with the Egyptian Air 
Force.. 

Since the start of the Gulf War, 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
has reiterated an offer of military 
facilities for U.S. forces and said 
they can use Egypt as a launching 
pad for more operations to aid 
threatened Gulf states. 

Bases in Oman, Somalia and 
Kenya figure in Pentagon plans for 
a rapid deployment force. General 
David Jones, Chairman of the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, had three days 
of talks here this month during a 
regional tour. 

Egypt, the U.S.' closest military 
partner in the Arab world, has 
stipulated it will provide American 
forces with "facilities, not bases." 
But it bas not spelt out the dividing 
line between the two.

Israel’s tennis champion begins world tour 

Glickstein aims for top 50

TEL AVIV. — Shlomo Glickstein, 
Israel's sportsman of the year, left 
for Vienna yesterday to start three 
months of intensive Volvo Grand 
Prlx tennis competition In Europe, 
Africa and Australia. 

Glickstein, 22, opens his new 
campaign tomorrow with a 373,000 
meet In the Austrian capital. Then 
comes a similar event In Cologne, 
followed by tournaments in 
Stockholm, London and 
Johannesburg, each worth 3173,000 
ln prize money, he told The 
Jenmnlem Poet. f 

In December, Glickstein moves 
to Australia, where last winter a 
series of brilliant victories enabled 
him to climb from 220th to 80th 
place ln the Association of Tennis 
Professionals I ATP) world singles 
rankings within the apace of only 
one month. 

Glickstein recently earned 31 
ATP points for finishing as runner- 
up in his last two grand prlx meets 
— in Bournemouth, England, and 
Ramat Hasharon. This brought 
Glickstein's tally of points during 
the past year to 246 from 26 tour- 
naments. giving him an average of 
approximately 9.4 and a computer 
ranking In the raid-sixties. 

During that period, he won a 
gross total of $30,000 In prize money 
on the pro circuit, Glickstein 
revealed. 

The Ashkelon-bom Tel Aviv Mac- 
cabi star is cautiously optimistic 
that he can climb into the top 30 In 
the world singles rankings within 
the coming 12 months. 

“But the higher you get, the 
tougher It gets,” he said. To Im- 
prove his present position, Glicks- 
tein will have to get as far as the 
quarter-finals in every tournament 
in which he competes,., and that 
means winning at least two rounds 
each time against some of the 
world's best players.

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Oil for a rainy day 


AFTER MANY months of dickering, the U.S. and Israel have 
finally signed an oil-supply agreement. 

As part of the Israel- Egyptian peace treaty framework, last 
year, the United States had agreed to compensate Israel for the 
loss of the Sinai oil fields by guaranteeing supplies in an 
emergency. But in the frenetic final push for that treaty which 
President Carter personally handled, Israel did not nail down 
the definition of what constitutes an emergency, nor when the-; 
count begins on the 15-year duration of the guarantee. 

In the months that followed, these and other points became, 
somewhat to Israel's surprise, sources of rather stubborn 
American negotiation. Hie question of the duration of the treaty 
was finally resolved, but the sides could not agree on the precise 
circumstances under which Israel would have the right to turn 
to the U.S. to assure its supplies. 

Hie American presidential election campaign provided the 
necessary lubrication to free the selzed-up talks. 

Hie Israel Government, for its part, decided to make a deter- 
mined effort to reach agreement before the election, and the 
Carter Administration decided that it could well use such an 
achievement to impress those Jewish voters whose support is 
sagging. 

Such electioneering gamesmanship is not new. Other 
presidents, before Carter, have also saved agreements, or an- 
nouncements of agreements, for the frantic October days before 
November 4. 

In any case, the timing must be considered separately from 
the substance of the agreement, which assures Israel not only a 
line of supply in the event of a material oil cut off, but also if 
Israel were forced to pay unusually higher prices than others. 

It Is, therefore, an important agreement. But its birth would 
have been attended with higher spirits had the U.S. accepted 
paternity earlier, without reluctance and with better grace. 


The volunteering spirit 


ISRAEL is a society that was built by volunteers, and its main 
motive force was the spirit of volunteering. 

To be sure, decisions and orders which determined the direc- 
tion of the Zionist revolution were made by a leadership. But the 
initiatives and the perseverance in seeing them to fruition were 
more often than not the expression of a spirit 'of voluntarism 
which fired a sufficiently large minority who cared, and cared 
deeply enough, to make all the difference. 

It is apt to reiterate these truths on the occasion of Volunteer- 
ing Week. The Week seeks to throw a spotlight on the continuing 
importance of volunteering and to honour those who have 
persevered in the activities of voluntary organisations. 

These truths have been lost on many today. In fact, many of 
the aspects of the malaise which affects Israel society can be 
traced to the dwindling of the numbers of this self-selected elite 
of volunteers. If Volunteering Week has any purpose if Is to 
spread the message of participation in voluntary activities for 
the public good as a way of life to a new generation of Israelis, 
both locally born and new immigrants. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


THIS YEAR'S winners of the Nobel 
literature and aclence prizes are 
receiving - more than Sim. — a 
record sum. But these awards have 
less buying power than the first 
Nobels conferred in 1901. 

In addition, Nobel Foundation of- 
ficials say the year-long aelecton 
process costs almost as much 
because of 'inflation and the com- 
plexities of modem science. 

The prize In each of the four 
original categories, awarded, In 
Stockholm since 1901, was 880,000 
Swedish Kronor, or $212,000, this 
year. 

So was the Nobel Memorial Prize 
in Economics, set up In 1968 and 
funded by the Bank of Sweden, and 
the Nobel Peace Prize, awarded 
separately in Oslo. . 

The four original category prizes 
are funded from annual proceeds of 
the estate of Swedish dynamite In- 
ventor Alfred Nobel, who upon his 
death in 1896 left $9.2rn. — then a 
staggering fortune. 

In the 79 years of Nobel con- 
ferrals, nearly $20m. have been dis- 
tributed to about 380 laureates. 

Stig Hamel, chairman of the 
Nobel Foundation, estimated the 
costs of the selection process this 
year at about 3-5m. kronor, most of 
which goes to Investigating the hun- 
dreds of candidates for the world's 
most coveted civic awards. 

Although Hamel, a shrewd real 
estate and stock market investor, 
has long managed to hike the prize 
sums by about 10 per cent each 
year, the Increase does not keep 
pace with Inflation. 

The Swedish Academy of Letters, 
which awards the prize. In 
literature, sends nominating In- 
vitations to about 600 Institutions 
and individuals. Including former 
laureates, and generally gets 400 
replies naming between 100 and 190 
writers by Its January 31 deadline. 
Many are repeat candidates. Of 
more than 120 nominees in 
literature this year, only about a 
dozen were submitted for the first 
time.

THE FORMER mayor of Klryat 
Shmona, Avraham Aloni, surprised 
local residents recently by riding a 
bicycle in the city's streets.

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As a result of these acts of 
destruction it Is already clear that 
the West will be the loser in this 
conflict, qven though the victor can- 
not yet be Identified. The world’s oil 
market recently attained a new 
equilibrium, adjusting to the lass of 
four million barrels a day from the 
Iranian fields after the Shah's fall 
from power. Now another four 
million barrels of oil a day will be 
lacking as a result of the war. 
Remembering that the decline In 
Iranian oil production was a- com- 
panled by a 200 per cent rist in the 
price of oil, it is passible to gauge 
the economic consequences' of the 
Iraq -Iran conflict. 

The blow to the West will not only 
be economic. A general rise In 
prices spurred by the rise In the 
price of oil will make it more dif- 
ficult to allocate resources to 
defence and will impede Western 
efforts to catch up with the great 
Soviet military build-up of the past 
few years. 


The Soviets have no reason to 
regret the Iraq-Iran conflict. Even 
though the final outcome cannot be 
determined, in the short run the 
gains are all on the Soviet side. 

If the Iraqis can bring about the 
downfall of the Khomeini regime, 
they may be the victors. Alternate- 
ly the conflict may degenerate into 
an extended war of attrition In 
which the Iraqi and Iranian oil in- 
stallations will be totally destroyed 
and the oil production of neighbour- 
ing Kuwait and Saudi Arabia might 


LAST JUNE, Republican 
Congressman Philip M. Crane of 
Illinois offered an amendment to a 
routine State Department 
authorization bill which would have 
dictated moving the U.S. Embassy 
in Israel from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem. The measure was 
defeated after several pro-Israel 
leaders in the House, including most 
of the Jewish members present, 
spoke out against Crane. They 
argued that the amendment, as In- 
troduced, would have resulted In the 
closure of tin embassy in Tel Aviv 
— without its being moved to 
Jerusalem. 

Crane, an articulate spokesman 
of the conservative wing In the 
Republican Party and an un- 
successful contender for the party's 
presidential nomination, rejected 
that contention as ridiculous. Dur- 
ing an interview recently in his 
Capitol H1U office, he suggested that 
the pro-Israel legislators voting 
against his amendment were mere- 
ly trying to avoid embarrassing the 
Democratic Administration In the 
White House. 

Since that experience, Crane has 
become even more determined to 
press for the embassy transfer. Hie 
used the occasion of the recent U.S. 
abstention on an anti-Israel vote at 
the UN Security Council Involving 
Jerusalem to again raise his earlier 
proposal. 

“It's nothing but crass hypocrisy 
for Jimmy Carter to reaffirm his 
support for the 1980 Democratic 
Party platform, which specifically 
calls for the recognition of 
Jerusalem as the Israeli capital, 
and then, less than 30 days later. In- 
struct hls secretary of state to go to 
New York and personally withhold 
his commitment to that principle," 
Crane said. 


THE ILLINOIS Congressman also 
remains bitter aboutthe lack of sup- 
port for hls Jerusalem Initiative 
from hls Jewish colleagues. Crane, 
who is not Jewish, promises that he 
will continue to Introduce the 
legislation when the Congress 
reconvenes following the November 
4 election.

• The Arab /Moslem countries of 
the Middle East are governed by 
unstable regimes and the belief that 
they can be depended on to be loyal 
to the West is no more than a 
dangerous illusion. None of these 
regimes has an Ideological commit- 
ment to the democratic community 
of nations. Those countries current- 
ly considered to be In the Western 
orbit may change tbeir orientation 
due to an overthrow of the present 
ruler or simply due to changing cir- 
cumstances. 

Jordan, the Arab country that has 
for years been considered as closest 
to the West, seems to be undergoing 
a change of orientation, and the 
large quantities of Western arms 
shipped to Jordan over the years 
may yet be utilized to the detriment 
of Western interests. 

• The West does not at present 
have the military capability to 
protect its vital Interests In the Mid- 
dle East. Clearly the strategic 
nuclear arsenal is not adequate for 
this purpose. Without sufficient 
conventional military forces that 


can be deployed in the region if the 
need arises. Western countries re- 
main Impotent observers of events 
that affect the existence of the Free 
World. 

The time is long past when a bat- 
talion of U.S. Marines could contain 
unwelcome developments In the 
area. The local armies are now 
large by International standards, 
fielding thousands of first-line bat- 
tle tanka and hundreds of modern 
fighter aircraft, much of the equip- 
ment of Western manufacture. As 
long as the West cannot deploy in 
this area forces of at least 
equivalent strength there will be 
very few options remaining in 
Western hands. 

• Continued dependence on Middle 
Eastern oil represents a danger to 
the very existence of the Weaterh 
world. No effort should be spared In 
prospecting for new oil fields, 
developing alternative sources of 
energy, and conserving energy to 
break this strangle-hold as early as 
possible. 

There are indications of an 
awakening to these factors In the 
U.S. Western Europe, however, 
seems to continue to cling to the 
dangerous illusions on which Its 
Middle Eastern policies are based. 


IT IS MOST Important that Israel's, 
policy be founded on a realistic ap- 
preciation of the Middle Eastern 
environment, taking recent events 
and the following Into account: 

• Middle Eastern agreements and 
treaties are' of doubtful validity and . 
have limited lifespans. A coup 
d'etat or even just a change In' cir- 
cumstances Is sufficient to turn 


them- Into worthless documents. 
The abrogation of the 20 -year 
Egyptlan-USSR friendship pact, 
the dissolution of the Egyptian- 
Ubyan “union," and now the viola- 
tion of 'the Iraq-Iran treaty of 1975, 
represent only a partial list of 
agreements that are littering the 
waste-basket of modern Middle 
East history. 

• During some 20 years the two 
superpowers, the U.S. and USSR, 
acted together to contain Middle 
Eastern hostilities. The Suez Cam- 
paign, the Six Day War, the War of 
Attrition, and the Tom Klppur War 
were all terminated and restrained 
by the coordinated actions of the 
U.S. and the USSR. 

This role was the result of the 
great armed might of the two 
powers and the military 
equilibrium that was' perceived to 
exist between them. 

However, the holding of hostages 
in the U.S. Embassy In Teheran, 
the Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan, and now U.S. non- 
reaction to the Iraq-Iran war, have 
exposed the limits of present U.S. 
military capability. It Is therefore 
unlikely that the U.S. and USSR will 
continue to function In concert as a 
stabilizing influence in the area. 

In that case the Middle East wUl 
be even more unstable and prone to . 
violence In future years than.lt has 
beep In the past. The USSR will cer- 
tainly exploit any opportunities 
offered by the heightened regional 
instability and may be expected to 
work at creating some of the "op- 
portunities." 

Israel must be prepared for these 
eventualities and, more than ever.
